BEST HUN TROOPS FACE 
CANADIANS 


With the Canadian Forces, Sept. 
29.—The advance by the Canadian 
army around Cambrai continued 
yesterday against a stiffening enemy 
defense, fresh divisions having been 
brought up to defend that city. Today 
th, enemy fought tenaciously, launch- 
ing a number of counter-attacks, 
which in one case gained ground tem- 
porarily. Toward the afternoon we 
had established ourselves firmly on 
southeast On to near the railway on 
the western border of Belecoury and 
thence running near the railway to 
south of Sancourt. From ther, the 
line followed the Douai-Cambrai road, 
with some posts pushed right into 
the villag, of Ueuville-St. Remy. 
This village, which is in fact the 
northern suburb of Cambrai was cap- 
tured very brilliantly by the third 
Canadian division during the after- 
noon and forms an important link in 
the chain now being drawn in around 
the city.

This city is especially dear 
to the French heart and the strategy 
of the allies has been to envelope it 
without hurt and thus force the Boch® | 
to evacuate it. The stiffness of his | 
defense of the city recalled the fight | 
he put up behind the Drocourt-Queant | 
switch line early in September, before | 
he fell back across the Canal du Nord. 
| He fought furiously to enabl, him tot 
evacuate his guns and stores. 


The fighting of the past thre, days | 
has been full of incident. A Canad- 
ian brigader not satisfied with the ap- 
preciation of the ticklish situation on 
our right, he was receiving from his | 
battalion commanders, rode forward 
on horseback. He had the bad luck | 
to be wounded, but not before he had 
made his new disposition. It was im- 
| possible to take and consolidate Blo- 
|court, which lies in front of our 
fourth division, because the village | 
is dominated by the ridge further 
south. Nevertheless, it was report- 
| ed that five men of a British Colum- 
| bia highland battalion went into the 
| village, and unaided, secured the sur- 
render of the entire garrison of 200 
| Boches whom they marched back into 
our own lines. 


On our left the first Canadian di- 
| Vision met and drove back a series of 
enemy counter-attacks, when indi- 
vidual units greatly distinguished 
/themselves. The colonel of one fam 
ous battalion was killed while leading 
his men. Amply they revenged him, 
and so goes the long record of heroic

The Cathedral of the Holy Savior 
in Moscow, says Stray Stories, is 
probably the most magnificent 


church in the world, = .s five cupolas 


inch in thickness, Its internal de- 
corations are magnificént and very 
costly. This church is the nation’s 
thank offering for the deliverance of 
Moscow from the French, It took 
fifty years to build, and its cost has 
been estimated at $160,000,000, 

In the Cathedral of the Assump- 
tion, situated inside the Kremlin, is 
the most sacred picture of Russia, 
the Virgin of Vladimir, said to be 
painted by St. Luke. ‘The jewels 
which adorn it are valued at $1,250 
000, one emerald alone being said to 
be worth $250,000. Napoleon took 
from the church five tons of silver 
and 500 pounds of gold, but its most 
precious treasures werc concealed 
previous to the French invasion, and 
afterward restored.

WAR BEGAN 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Bulgaria is definitely out of the 
war, and Turkey, virtually cut off 
from her allies and almost annihil- 
ated in Palestine, likely soon will be 
forced to sue for a cessation of hos- 
tilities against her. 

Meanwhile, the entente allied fore- 
es, from Belgium to Verdun, on six 
battlefronts, are registering victory 
after victory over the Teutonic allies, 
and the enemy front almost every 
where is critmbling, notwithstanding 
t desperate resistance that is being 

red on various sectors. 


Seeing eventual defeat staring her 
in the face through the swift progress 
the Serbian, Italian, British, Greek 
and French troops in the reclaiming 
of Serbia and the invasion of Bulgar- 
ian territory, the Bulgars begged for 
an armistice, reserving to themselves 
no conditions. All the territory now 
held by King Ferdinand’s men is to 
be abandoned. The Bulgarian army 
is to be demobilized and all means of 
transport inside the Kingdom, even 
along the Danube, is to be given over 
into allied hands. d 

Thus in addition to the isolation of 
Turkey, the back door to a direct in- 
vasion of Austria-Hungary is flung 
wide open to the allies, and doubtless 
the time is not far distant when ad- 
vantage to the full will be taken of 
the new avenue through which the 
enemy can be reached, With debacle 
in Serbia and Bulgaria complete, the 
Austro-Hungarians in Albania soon 
will be put to the test, and when their 
evacuation to their own borders is 
accomplished, the allies will have 
welded an iron semi-circle about the 
central powers from the Black sea to 
the North sea. 

Viewing the situation in all its as- 
pects—the success of the great of- 
fensive in France, the blotting out of 
ta war zone in the Balkans, the cut- 
ting off of the Turks from intercourse 
with Germany and Austria-Hungary, 
except by the long route through the 
Caucasus and southern Russia, and 
the steady gains in making Russia 
once more a_ factor in the struggle, 
the darkest days of the war are seem- 
ingly faced by the Austro-Germans. 


Although it had been officially an- 
nounced that hostilities against the 
Bulgarians ceased at noon Monday, 


the French official communication on 
Monday night said French cavalry 
had entered Uskub, one of the most 
“important communication centers in 
Serdia. It is not improbable that the 
French reached the town before the 
French reached the town before the 
armistice became effective. 

On all sectors under attack, from 
Belgian Flanders to the region of Ver- 
dun, the German front is gradually 
bending back under the violence of 
the attacks of the British, Americans, 
French and Belgians. In Belgium, 
the advance of the tro»ps of King Al- 
bert and of Field Marshall Haig have 
pierced so deeply eastward that Ger- 
many’s submarine buses on the North 
sea are in jeopardy through the im- 
pending cutting of the lines of com- 
munication behind tnem. The fam- 
‘ous Messines-Wytschaete ridge has 
been captured, and the allied guns 

nated the plaing beyond, both 
enin and Roulers, importan; rail- 
way junction points for the supply of 
the German armies north and south, 


are in-the hands of the British and 
Belgians. 
From Cambrai to St. Quentin, the 


British and Americans again have de- 
livered successfully hard smashes 
against the German strong points all 
along the front, including the remain- 
ing portions of the old Hindenburg 
line. The Germans here are offering 
Most strenuous resistance and in 
counter-attacks compelled the  Brit- 
ish on one or two sectors to with- 
draw for slight distances. The Brit- 
ish are in slightemfwy mfyp pywffft 
ish are in the process of cleaning up 
the town of Cambrai, having pene- 
trated its suburbs from the northwest 
and southwest. In the region of St. 
Quentin, where the Americans are 
fighting with the British, the old 
Hindenburg line has been cut and 
penetrated to a dept: of three miles 
over a front of eight miles. 

In conjunction with the operations 
of the French northeast of Soissons, 
the Germans have begun the evacua- 
tion of the Chemin-Des-Dames, and 
the French now hold half of this fam- 
ous defensive position. Likewise, 
there is an indication that the enemy 
intends to give up the remaining posi- 
tion held by him along the Vesle to 
Reims.

BRITISH BAG 100 ENEMY AIR 
CRAFT 

Ottawa, Sept. 26.—Dealing with 


British aerial operations a cablegram 
has been received, compiled by the 
minister of information under the 
authority of the war cabinet, by the 
director of public information. 

After five days of almost perpetual 
storm and rain, the week’s air war 
culminated in a remarkable burst of 
fighting on the British western front 
and over Germany itself. Notwith- 
standing unfavorable weather con 
ditions. from Tuesday to Saturday 
vight British airmen 
opportunity to press home the advan- 
tages gained in recent operations. In 
the intervals that were fine they took 
many photographs and dropped more 
than 20 tons of bombs on the enemy 
organizations behind their lines.

AGENTS MUST HAVE LICENSE 


The attention of the Canada Food 
Board has been called to the practice 
frequently adopted by Licensed Deal 
ers in Apples, Turnips, Potatoes and 
other Fruit and Vegetables, of having 
men living in different .parts of the 
country acting as their Agents, buyiug 
or contracting such produce, superia- 
tending the loading of same on cars 
ready for shipment, and receiving a 
commission from said dealers in such 
work, 

All such Agents operating in the 
manner mentioned, without first hav- 
ing secured a license from the Bourd, 
are doing socontrary to the Order 
dated 18th day of December, 1917, 
wherein it states — 

‘“‘Thaton and after the Ist day of 
February, 1918, no person shall deal 
wholesale in fresh fruits or fresh 
vegetables, without first having ob» 
tained a license from the Food Con- 
troller,” and in violating such order 
are guilty of an offence, and subject 
to a penalty not to exceed $1,000.00, 
and not less than $100.00.

ATTENTION TO PLANT DISEASES 
AFTER HARVEST 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


The plant pathologists of the Ex- 
perimental Farms inform us that of 
the many destructive plant diseases, 
none are more difficult 
than those living over in the soil. 
Year after year notwithstanding the 
practice of crop rotation, the effects 
of soil infection often became so pro- 


nounced as to cause what is popu- 
larly known as “soil sickness.” One 
of the most notorious of these dis- 


eases is clover and alfaifa wilt (Scler- 
otinia) which has given rise to the 
belief that land may become clover 
sick. This disease has just begun to 
show up on the Continent of America, 


and unless prompt precautionary 
measures are taken there is a pos- 
sibility of the disease causing simi- 


lar losses here to what it does in Eu- 
rope.
